Conserving Moisture 


Crops sown on summerfallow this 
spring will benefit from moisture 
iccumulated since about August, 
1942, as well as from rain which 
we all hope will fall this summer. 


Under average conditions, this 
nvolves about 30 inches of preeipi- 
ition,

vhich falls during the summerfallow
